REMARKS. 


Citizens of Canaan, it has been several years since | have given 
my attention to the condition of your schools and it is my duty to re- 
port that while we have a few valuable schools a majority are re- 
markable only for their insignificance, from the fact that Canaan has 
for a long time had a mania for schoo] districts.and now has an un- 
profitable surplus. Wehave 21 school districts against an average 
of 11 99-234 in all the cities, towns and locations in the state. Lyme 
has but 12, and Lebanon. 16, with $4,569.81 school money in 1883. 
Owing to the cessation of the lumber business and an unsuccessful 
competition with Western agriculture, depopulation has so reduced 
the number of pupils and diminished the resources of the peuple that 
decay, poverty and a half a dozen pupils or so assembled in a leaky 
school building under a cheap teacher and 6 or 8 weeks of so called 
schoo] are not unfrequent scenes. 

Military conscriptions know no partiality, then why should eduda- 
tional means’ be withheld from any of our pupils, because they are 
born and brought up in a section where children are few and resour. 
ces very limited. Must poverty and depopulation debar these pupils 
from that which is so valuable to all?

‘Teachers that are worth $7.50 per week cannot be hired for $3.50. 
to conduct a school of 6 weeks and for many of the back districts to 
build new school houses would be certain bankruptcy. People in 
the back districts will make as good a showing with 11 weeks as the 
village pupils will with 13 weeks. other things being equal. Our 
best teachers must come from a thorough public school, and as these — 
schools decline in value it is not easy to finda supply of suitable — 
teachers. We can have but few winter schools on account of the un-_ 
certain traveling. ; 

I believe that Secretary Dickenson, of the Mass. State Board of 
Education, is right in saying that the Commonwealth should support — 
the schools, and this is also senator Bair’s idea. Whoever undertakes — 
to create enmity or jealousy between the villages and back districts 
upon school matters for political or selfish purposes is an enemy to 
universal education. Many teachers go over too much ground in a 
given time and neglect important points and they do not relieve the ~ 
monotony of school life by taking up some subject of general infor-— 
mation. Pupils are too. much confined to the text book. ‘The town — 

ought to expend #50 yearly for school books for poor children, and 
there are only two decent sets of Outline Maps in town. Teachers — 
should be protected by law from the insubordination of vicious pupils 
and not be required to hazard their lives. The redristricting of the 
school districts of Canaan was assigned by vote of the town to the — 
Selectmen and School Committee, but the recent School Act interfert 
ed with their final action. The school committee is of the opinion 
that the schools should be discontinued in, at least, school districts 
No.’s 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 9, 18, 15, 16, 17 and 19, and that a judicious ar- 
rangement be made with Hanover, Enfield, Grafton and Dorchester 
in regard to Union districts. I shall ever remember the kind words ~ 
of those who have stood by me in what I believe to be right and bid 
-you farewell as the last School Committee of Canaan.
